Three tracts 
offered for 
justice center 

The Morgan County Project 
Development Board charged 
with overseeing the construction 
of a proposed $18 million justice 
center in West Liberty opened the 
project’s property acquisition 
phase at a public hearing on Dec. 
10 . 

Three properties were offered 
for consideration as possible lo- 
cations for the center — the site 
currently occupied by McKenzie 
Shopwise on Court Street, owned 
by Mrs. Pauline McKenzie; an 
adjacent lot on Broadway Street 
owned by Homer Short of 
Paintsville, and the old Dollar 
Store property on Prestonsburg 
Street, owned by David and Mary 
Jane Ison. Attending the meeting 
were Jimmy and Marsha 
McKenzie, representing Mrs. 
Pauline McKenzie, and David 
and Mary Jane Ison. Also in at- 
tendance were Chuck Trimble 
and Tim Murphy, representing 
Murphy-Graves Architects of 
Louisville, who have been hired 
to design the 39,000 sq. ft. facil- 
ity. 

The committee is expected to 
announce its decision on the 
property at its next meeting on 
Jan. 11. 

The courthouse project was 
officially announced on Aug. 22, 
when State Rep. John Will Stacy 
and State Sen. Robert Stivers pre- 
sented a symbolic check for 
$16.2 million to fiscal court 
members and Circuit Clerk 
Donna Pelfrey. 

According to the AOC 
website, an additional $3 million 
is expected to be approved for 
facility furnishings. 

Funding earmarked for the 
Morgan County justice center is 
expected to be appropriated dur- 
ing the 2010-2012 fiscal year.

Supt. warns possible 
budget cuts could 
mean staff reductions

That Morgan County Board of 
Education during its regular Dec. 
8 meeting at Morgan Central El- 
ementary School recognized 
members of the Morgan County 
Middle School football team for 
their outstanding season. 

MCMS Football Coach Brian 
Turner, who was in attendance, 
made a presentation to the board 
including a brief overview of the 
team’s accomplishments. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe 
Dan Gold said that the board is 
pleased with the team’s success. 

“We are very proud of the 
MCMS football team,” Gold 
said. “They have worked very 
hard this football season, and we 
would like to recognize their 
achievements.” 

The board also approved an 
out-of-state travel request for 
Coach Turner to attend a football 
clinic in Ohio, as well as a re- 
quest for MCMS football player 
Walter Crase to attend the Youth 
All-American Bowl in San An- 
tonio, Texas. 

In other business, the board 
recognized outgoing members 
Mike Dalton and Dolores Luke 
with a special plaque presenta- 
tion. 

“Mike and Dolores have been 
distinguished members of this 
board,” Gold said. “They have 
provided an invaluable service to 
the board and to the community, 
and we would like to thank them 
for all they have done.” 

Dalton has served on the

Gold also discussed the pos- 
sibility a 4 percent budget cut 
during a Dec. 9 Courier inter- 
view. 

“The board has been asked to 
submit a budget to the education 
commissioner that would include 
a 4 percent cut,” Gold said. “This 
would amount to approximately 
$425,000, which means we 
would have to make some adjust- 
ments in all areas. We might not 
be able to fill some vacant posi- 
tions. 

“We currently have money in 
the contingency fund, but if these

cuts are made, we would have to 
use that money. The budget has 
not yet been submitted to the 
Kentucky Department of Educa- 
tion.”

Surprise snow storm 
last week downs trees, 
closes roads, schools

An unexpected snowfall that 
blanketed Eastern Kentucky last 
Thursday night and Friday 
closed schools and caused many 
utility outages that continued 
throughout the weekend. 

Morgan County received ap- 
proximately four inches of heavy 
snow that caused trees to break 
and fall onto several electric 
lines, resulting in a loss of ser- 
vice for approximately (number) 
(counties) customers and block- 
ing roads. 

County crews dispatched to 
clear snow from roadways were 
delayed in their efforts, often for 
several hours, by numerous 
fallen trees that had to be re- 
moved to allow passage. Judge 
Executive Tim Conley said 
county crews worked throughout 
the night and part of the next day 
removing trees so that road- 
clearing equipment could pass. 
He said the problem with fallen 

Mapel pleads 
not guilty; 
trial date set 

Robin Mapel, charged with 
the Nov. 10 kidnapping and mur- 
der of Melissa Patrick in Morgan 
County, pleaded not guilty at his 
arraignment last Thursday in 
Morgan Circuit Court. 

Circuit Judge Rebecca 
Phillips also accepted a notice 
from Commonwealth’s Attorney 
David Flatt that the Common- 
wealth plans to seek the death 
penalty and set the trial date for 
Oct. 20, 2009. 

A status hearing was sched- 
uled for Feb. 21, 2009, at 2:30 
p.m. 

In the meantime, Mapel, who 
is being held without bond, has 
been returned to the State Refor- 
matory at LaGrange, where he re- 
mains under treatment for a gun- 
shot wound. 

Mapel, 44, was indicted Nov. 
24 for kidnapping Patrick, 38, his 
ex-girlfriend, from her residence 
at Malone and shooting her to 
death. 

Police say Mapel, who at the 
time was an escapee from the 
Montgomery County Detention 
Center, was also shot in the chest 
by Patrick’s father, whose home 
is located next door and who at- 
tempted to thwart the kidnap- 
ping. Mapel was eventually re- 
leased from the hospital, but is 
still under medical care at 
LaGrange. When he recovers, 
Mapel will be transferred to the 
Rowan County Detention Center. 

Mapel is also accused of kid- 
napping his 15 -month-old son, 
running from police, and engag- 
ing them in a lengthy stand-off 
back in July. Mapel had pleaded 
not guilty to that kidnapping and 
standoff case earlier in October 
before his escape. His arraign- 
ment on those charges had been 
delayed because psychiatrists 
spent weeks evaluating his men- 
tal condition at the state peniten- 
tiary. He escaped from the Mont- 
gomery County Detention Cen- 
ter October 16.

trees blocking roads was county- 
wide and that county crews had 
to clear more that 150 trees to al- 
low snow and ice removal to con- 
tinue. 

Licking Valley RECC service- 
men reportedly worked around 
the clock over the weekend to re- 
pair the lines. 

Mountain Telephone Outside 
Plant Manager Rick Pelfrey said 
there were no major telephone 
service outages following the 
surprise snow. 

“We had a few service drops 
due to trees falling on the lines,” 
Pelfrey said. “These were mostly 
on Hwy. 460 in eastern Morgan 
County, as well as the Campton 
exchange in Wolfe County. How- 
ever, nothing is broken, and the 
problems were quickly fixed.”

Animal shelter 
gets nod; court to 
hire dog warden 

The fiscal court at its regular 
meeting last week voted to pro- 
ceed with planning for a pro- 
posed county animal shelter at 
Grassy Creek on the former Val- 
ley Farm Store property. The 
court authorized Judge Executive 
Tim Conley to advertise for pre- 
construction planning bids but 
with the option to continue plan- 
ning for the project at a site on 
the grounds of the Eastern Ken- 
tucky Correctional Complex if 
that location becomes available. 

The court also voted to adver- 
tise for applicants for a part-time 
position as county dog warden. 
The advertisement appears else- 
where in this edition. 

A petition to the court by Sand 
Lick resident Clyde Jenkins ask- 
ing that a roadway formerly 
maintained by the county be re- 
instated into the county road sys- 
tem was tabled for further discus- 
sion at a future meeting.

Nickell named ‘Changing 
Lives Hero’ at D.C. event 



Experience Works Employ- 
ment and Training Coordinator 
Sallie Jo Nickell was recently rec- 
ognized in Washington, D.C., as 
a Changing Lives Hero. 

Her extraordinary efforts al- 
lowed more low-income older 
people in 14 Eastern Kentucky 
counties to rise out of poverty by 
finding good jobs after training 
through the Senior Community 
Service Employment Program 
(SCSEP). 

Established in 1965 as Green 
Thumb, Experience Works is a 
national, charitable, community- 
based organization focused on 
meeting the training and employ- 
ment needs of low-income se- 
niors. 

Job seekers who are 55 or older 
and unemployed with limited 
family income learn new job skills 
through paid on-the-job training 
and public and private non-profit 
agencies and organizations. 

The SCSEP is administered by 
the U.S. Department of Labor, 
which sets six strict performance 
measure that Experience Works 
must meet and exceed in order to 
retain its funding. 

Despite close to double digit 
unemployment in her poverty- 
stricken territory in the Appala- 
chian coal fields, Nickell became 
a “Changing Lives Hero” by

The Department of Highways 
is responsible for keeping ap- 
proximately 255 miles of state- 
maintained roadway in Morgan 
County passable in inclement 
weather. It sets snow removal pri- 
orities according to the amount

• Session two: 5-9 p.m. Jan. 
26, Bath County Extension Of- 
fice. Topic: Animal Factors. 

• Session three: Date, time and 
location to be announced. Topic: 
On-Farm Demo. 

Session topics will include 
Plant Factors: Improved Grazing, 
Why Rotational Graze, Decision 
Aids, Forages, Getting the Most 
Out of Grazing Season, Growth 
of Grasses and Legumes, Estab- 
lishment of Forages, Choosing 
the Right Varieties and Weed 
Control.

Diabetes 
and flu 

Flu is a contagious respiratory 
illness caused by influenza vi- 
ruses. It can cause mild to severe 
illness, and at times can lead to 
death. Flu viruses spread mainly 
from person to person through 
coughing or sneezing of people 
with the flu. Sometimes people 
may become infected by touch- 
ing something with flu viruses on 
it and then touching their nose, 
eyes or mouth. Most healthy 
adults may be able to infect oth- 
ers beginning 1 day before symp- 
toms develop and up to 5 days 
after becoming sick. That means 
you may be able to pass on the 
flu to someone before you know 
you are sick, as well as while you 
are sick. The single best way to 
prevent seasonal flu is to get a 
flu shot each year. 

Everyone with diabetes six 
months of age and older should 
receive an annual flu shot. It is 
important to vaccinate everyone 
with diabetes (as well as their 
close contacts) since the vaccine 
prevents serious illness and com- 
plications. The Kentucky De- 
partment for Public Health re- 
ports that only of Kentuckians 
who have diabetes get a flu shot 
as recommended and that death 
rate among people with diabetes 
increase by 5% to 15%. 

Your local health department 
and the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) would 
like you to know that it is never 
too late to get a flu shot. Flu vac- 
cination can continue into De- 
cember and even later. Experts 
anticipate more vaccine to be 
available this year than ever be- 
fore and the flu season typically 
does not peak until February, 
leaving plenty of time to help 
protect anyone who wants to re- 
duce his or her risk. 



CHRISTMAS TREE SAFETY 

When decorating Christmas trees, always use safe tree lights. (Some lights are de- 
signed only for indoor or outdoor use, but not both.) Larger tree lights should also 
have some type of reflector rather than a bare bulb and all lights should be listed by 
a testing laboratory. 

Never use electric lights on a metal tree. 

Follow the manufacturers instructions on how to use tree lights. Any string of lights 
with worn, frayed or broken cords or loose bulb connections should not be used. 
Always unplug Christmas tree lights before leaving home or going to sleep. 

Never use lit candles to decorate a tree, and place them well away from tree branches. 
Purchase only lights and electrical decorations bearing the name of an independent 
testing lab, and follow the manufacturer’s instructions for installation and 
maintenance. 

Carefully inspect new and previously used light strings and 
replace damaged items before plugging lights in. Do not overload 
extension cords. 

Use no more than three standard size sets 
of lights per single extension cord. 

Never use electric lights on a metallic 
tree. 

Always unplug lights before replacing light bulbs or fuses.

According to a story in The 
Lexington Herald-Leader, the 
Appalachian Regional Refores- 
tation Initiative, which is taking 
a leading role in the United States 
in a campaign to plant 7 billion 
trees globally, is already more 
than halfway to that total. Patrick 
Angel, a forester with the U.S. 
Office of Surface Mining based 
in London, said the three-year 
pledge counts 12.8 million trees 
planted in the region in 2007 and 
a similar amount this year, 

Angel told reporter Bill Estep 
he’s confident enough trees will 
be planted to meet the pledge by 
the end of 2009. 

The commitment by the Ap- 
palachian initiative is the largest 
in the United States toward a 
U.N. campaign to plant 7 billion 
trees worldwide by the end of 
2009. 

So far, more than 4 billion 
trees have been pledged, accord- 
ing to the project’s Web site. 

The Appalachian reforesta- 
tion initiative involves the Office 
of Surface Mining, state regula- 
tors, the coal industry, environ- 
mental groups, scientists and

Eight Kentucky students were 
named National Proficiency Fi- 
nalists, and 173 Kentucky stu- 
dents received American FFA de- 
grees. Amanda Jewell, 17, of 
Spencer County, was one of 10 
students to receive a National 
Agri-Entrepreneurship Award. 

In 2007, Nicholas Hardesty, 
of Meade County, became the 
first Kentucky FFA member to be 
named the American Star 
Farmer, and Spencer County 
FFA became the first Kentucky 
chapter to be selected as the Na- 
tional Model of Innovation in 
Chapter Development. 

Kentucky FFA has some 
15,000 members, a 50 percent 
increase over the past 20 years. 
FFA is open to any student in 
grades 7-12 who is enrolled in an 
agriculture course in a public 
school. 

The Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture has donated a total 
of nearly $500,000 to Kentucky 
FFA and Kentucky 4-H since 
Commissioner Farmer took of- 
fice in 2004 in spite of massive 
budget cuts. 

“FFA and 4-H do an outstand- 
ing job of preparing young 
people to be the citizens and 
leaders of tomorrow,” Commis- 
sioner Farmer said. “The 
Department’s contributions to 
these organizations are worth- 
while investments in Kentucky’s 
future.” 



landowners. 

Its goal is to increase the num- 
ber of high-value hardwoods be- 
ing planted to reclaim mined land 
in Eastern Kentucky, West Vir- 
ginia, Virginia, Tennessee, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Maryland. 

One tree in particular the Ap- 
palachian initiative wants to re- 
store is the American chestnut, 
which was once plentiful from 
Maine to Georgia, providing tim- 
ber and food for animals and 
humans before a blight killed bil- 
lions of the trees. 

The Appalachian reforesta- 
tion initiative is working with 
The American Chestnut Founda- 
tion to bring back the tree. 

Around the world, clearing 
trees to make way for agriculture 
is a major source of deforesta- 
tion, according to the United 
Nations. 

In Appalachia, however, sur- 
face mining has eliminated more 
than a million acres of forest 
since the late 1970s, according 
to some estimates. 

Much of that land was re- 
claimed as grassland or wildlife 
habitat with a mix of trees, 
shrubs and grassy areas. 

One effect has been to frag- 
ment the Central Appalachian 
forest, one of the most biologi- 
cally diverse temperate forests in 
the world, eliminating habitat for 
some species.

Snow and ice 
removal priorites 

The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet’s Department of High- 
ways has established priority 
routes for snow and ice removal 
for the upcoming winter season 
in Morgan County. 

The Department of Highways 
is responsible for keeping ap- 
proximately 255 miles of state- 
maintained roadway in Morgan 
County passable in inclement 
weather. It sets snow removal 
priorities according to the 
amount and nature of traffic on 
the routes within each individual 
county. Priority A routes include 
major through routes and are 
those most heavily traveled. Pri- 
ority B routes include other im- 
portant, but lesser traveled, 
routes in the county. Other roads 
fall into Priority C. 

In Morgan County, Priority A 
highways are the Bert T. Combs 
Mountain Parkway, US 460, KY 
7, KY 203, KY 205, KY 519 and 
a portion of KY 172. Priority B 
routes include KY 134, KY 191, 
KY 1010 and portions of KY 
172, KY 705, KY 772 and KY 
946. Other routes are Priority C.

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Morgan gets $10,000 ARC mini-grant to 
implement economic development project

The Center for Rural Devel- 
opment has awarded Morgan 
County a $10,000 Appalachian 
Regional Commission (ARC) 
mini-grant for an economic de- 
velopment group implementation 
project. 

Wesley Delk, grant specialist 
for Gateway Area Development 
District — representing Morgan 
County — accepted the grant from 
officials with The Center, ARC, 
and Kentucky Department for 
Local Government at the “Devel- 
oping and Implementing Com- 
munity Strategies” Summit, held 
Dec. 10 at the Rural Law En- 
forcement Technology Center 
(RULETC) in Hazard, Ky. 

Morgan County plans to use 
the ARC mini-grant funding to 
implement portions of its exist- 
ing comprehensive development 
plan. Funds have been earmarked 
for several activities, including: 
participating in community eco- 
nomic development training; de- 
veloping a website that will es- 
tablish an online presence for the 
community; and visiting model 
communities with similar demo- 
graphics to learn about their eco- 
nomic development strategies. 

The project will engage stake- 
holders from various sectors and 
organizations, including: 
grassroots resources; county 
magistrates; the City of West Lib- 
erty; Appalachian Regional 
Healthcare (ARH); Mountain 
Rural Telephone Cooperative; 
Licking Valley RECC; Morehead 
State University; and the Morgan 
County School District. 

The county will provide a 
match of $2,500 for a total 
project cost of $12,500. 

In addition to Morgan County, 
eight other Southern and Eastern 
Kentucky communities received 
shares of a total of $104,000 in 
ARC funding awarded by the 
Developing and Implementing 
Community Strategies program 
administered by The Center. 

Those communities included 
the cities of Beattyville, Corbin, 
Liberty, Mt. Vernon, and 
Paintsville, and Bell, Lee, and 
Letcher counties. 

Awards are based on the real- 
istic completion of a local eco- 
nomic and community develop- 
ment project within a six-month 
period, expected or anticipated 
outcomes, and the importance of 
the project to the community. 



Grant amounts range between 
$5,000 and $20,000. 

Lonnie Lawson, President and 
CEO of The Center, said The 
Center is pleased to award Mor- 
gan County and the other com- 
munities the critical grant fund- 
ing. 

“This funding will assist these 
communities in developing or 
furthering plans and strategies 
that will help fuel positive and 
tangible economic and commu- 
nity development activity in our 
region for years to come,” 
Lawson said. 

Bob Mitchell, district admin- 
istrator for U.S. Congressman 
Harold “Hal” Rogers (KY-05), 
spoke during the event of the 
importance of the ARC grant 
funding. 

“ARC has been vital in trans- 
forming this region,” Mitchell 
said. “So many times ARC has 
come to the rescue of Southern 
and Eastern Kentucky.” 

Mitchell attended the event on 
behalf of Congressman Rogers, 
who was participating in a spe- 
cial congressional session in 
Washington, D.C. Mitchell said 
the ARC has been instrumental 
in helping fund community 
projects that improve the quality 
of life throughout Appalachia. 

“Without ARC, we would not 
be able to have the infrastructure 
that we enjoy in Eastern Ken- 
tucky,” Mitchell said. 



Funds awarded through The 
Center’s Developing and Imple- 
menting Community Strategies 
Program assist local govern- 
ments in 32 federally designated 
distressed counties in Southern 
and Eastern Kentucky in the cre- 
ation of a strategic plan or imple- 
mentation of priority community 
development projects identified 
in existing community-based 
strategic plans. 

This year marked the first 
time communities have been able 
to apply for funding to develop 
a strategic plan. 

The Center for Rural Devel-

West Liberty Pathways em- 
ployee, Gail Nunley, of 
Morehead, stopped by The Cou- 
rier Office on Tuesday, Dec. 9, 
to share an incident that she be- 
gan observing on Prestonsburg 
Street the day before. 

Gail, who makes area home 
visits for Pathways, was in the 
parking area of the new General 
Dollar Store when she noticed a 
dog standing near the top of the 
drainage ditch between the park- 
ing area and Salyer Cemetery. 
The dog seemed to be looking at 
something in the ditch. After 
watching the dog, a yellow Lab, 
for a few minutes, she decided to 
try to feed it. When she walked 
over to the top of the ditch with 
the dog food she saw a dead 
Beagle lying in the ditch. Evi- 
dently, it had been hit by an au- 
tomobile and killed. 

Gail said she carries dog food 
in her car because she sees so 
many hungry dogs as she goes 
about her work each day. She in- 
quired of Dollar Store employ- 
ees of the dogs, and was told that 
they were thought to be strays 
because they had been seen to- 
gether in the area for the past 
couple of weeks. 

A couple of hours later Gail 
stopped by as she was passing the 
area to see if the lab had eaten 
the food she had left. The food 
was still there, but the dead 
Beagle was gone! As she stood 
there wondering what had hap- 
pened to the dog, she noticed the 
Lab pulling the dead dog up into 
the Salyer Cemetery. She 
watched while the dog struggled 
with the body of its dead friend. 
The Lab continued until the 
Beagle’s body came to rest near 
a large monument. At that point 
the Lab laid down close to the 
Beagle’s body. 

On a third trip through the 
area late Monday evening, Gail 
said the Lab was still lying be- 
side the dead dog. 

Tuesday morning when she 
came into West Liberty and drove 
out Prestonsburg Street, the dogs 
were still in the cemetery; how- 
ever the Beagle’s body had been 
moved over on some large rocks 
at the top of the drainage ditch, 
and the lab was there pulling the 
dog off the rocks and back onto 
the lawn. 

Later Tuesday afternoon, af- 
ter Gail stopped by The Courier 
Office, Courier employees, 



While on a visit home from 
Afghanistan, 1st Lt. Bazie Dulen 
III and his daughter, Madison, 
shown above, dropped off a very 
special flag to our office. The 
flag, which stands for our free- 
dom, will be displayed in the 
Judge Executive’s Office. 

This flag is special because it 
flew on one of the vehicles 
enroute on a convoy in Afghani- 
stan led by 1st Lt. Dulen, a Mor- 
gan County native. The 75 mile 
trip took 13 days to complete 
round trip. 

The flag was witness to 10 
IED (Improvised Explosive De- 
vice) attacks and four ambushes 
by the Taliban, as well as small 
arms fire and over 50 ground and 
air burst mortar rounds. The at- 



Ricky Adkins and Miranda 
James, went to the site to get a 
photograph of the dogs. At that 
time the Beagle’s body was still 
lying near the top of the drain- 
age ditch, but the yellow dog had 
moved back toward the top of the 
hill and they were unable to get 
a picture. 

Were the actions of the yellow 
Lab expressions of grief and sor- 
row in the loss of its companion? 
We’ll never know, but the pains- 
taking work of the Lab to pull the 
Beagle’s body to a quiet spot 
away from the highway and the 
drainage ditch, and then to lay 
beside the body for hours, would 



tacks resulted in 15-20 Taliban 
killed in action, with no U.S. in- 
juries. 

The dust of the Afghan soil is 
still on the flag. 1st Lt. Dulen 
dedicated the flag in memory of 
Sgt. Daniel Wallace, who be- 
longed to RCP 10 and was killed 
in action on this same route on 
Oct. 31,2008. 

I would like to personally 
thank 1st Lt. Dulen and all of the 
soldiers past, present and future, 
as well as their families, who sac- 
rifice so much for our freedom. 
When you go to bed tonight, say 
a prayer for them that because of 
God and our brave men and 
women in the military and their 
families, we still live in a free 
nation.

A fire on any day seems bad, 
but a fire on Christmas seems to 
be the worst. Some 300 Christ- 
mas trees caught fire in one re- 
cent year with electrical prob- 
lems the most common culprit. 
Here is how to keep your tree 
green and your presents safe: 

• When you buy your tree, 
have the vendor make a fresh cut 
an inch from the bottom. This 
will help the tree drink. 

• If you buy your tree early 
and keep it outside, store it away 
from wind and sun, and keep the 
bottom in a bucket of water. 

• Make sure your lights are 
safe. If you need outdoor lights, 
make sure the ones you buy are 
meant for outdoor use. Make 
sure your lights carry certifica- 
tion from a testing laboratory. 

• Do not use electric lights on 
a metal tree. 

• Discard any strings of lights 
that are frayed or broken. Christ- 
mas lights are cheap. 

• Unplug your Christmas tree 
before you leave or go to bed. 

• Do not buy a tree that is dry 
and dropping needs. To check for 
freshness, loosely grip the end of 
a branch and pull your hand over 
it. Only a few needles should fall 



off. 

• Make sure your tree stand 
holds plenty of water, and do not 
let it run out. 

• If your tree seems wobbly, 
center it in the stand more se- 
curely and redo the bolts or 
screws. Or if your tree stand is 
cheap, buy a larger, stronger one. 

• If you buy and artificial tree, 
make sure it is fire-retardant. 

• Keep your tree at least three 
feet from furnaces, radiators and 
fireplaces. 

• Try to position it near an 
outlet so that cords are not run- 
ning long distances. Do not place 
the tree where it may block ex- 
its. 

• When Christmas is over or 
when the tree starts to drop 
needles, dispose of it. Do not 
leave it in your house or put it in 
your garage. 

• Keep a close eye on small 
children when they are around 
the tree; many small decorations 
and ornaments are sharp, break- 
able and can be swallowed.

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WIA Program helps Jeneen Roach find 
economic peace of mind in tough economy

Jeneen Roach recently found 
herself rapidly approaching a 
dreaded decision that has become 
all too common in today’s 
economy: the choice between 
paying food, gas and utility bills 
or paying the mortgage. 

The West Liberty woman saw 
her job eliminated last year by 
her company as a cost-saving 
measure. With her income gone 
and with her husband’s job secu- 
rity in doubt, Jeneen’s family was 
increasingly faced with tough fi- 
nancial decisions where all the 
alternatives were bad. 

“You get to the point where 
you’re trying to figure out what 
you can pay and when, because 
you have to conserve every 
dime,” Jeneen said. 

As the situation worsened, it 
increasingly looked like the 
mortgage might become one of 
those things she could not pay, 
raising the scary possibility of 
losing the family home, Jeneen 
said. 

“It crossed my mind, sure,” 
Jeneen said. 

Fortunately, Jeneen got in 
touch with the Workforce Invest- 
ment Act (WIA) dislocated 
worker program offered by the 
Gateway Community Action 
Agency (CAA) just in time. 
Gateway CAA WIA was able to 
help her find a new job just be- 
fore her unemployment benefits 
expired and her husband lost his 
job. 

“The WIA program came in 
just in time to make a difference 
in whether her family ate and had 
a roof over their head,” said 
Sidney Castle, Jeneen’s Gateway 
CAA career advisor. 

Gateway delivers WIA pro- 
grams in Morgan and Menifee 
Counties under contract with 
Eastern Kentucky Concentrated 
Employment Program, Inc. 
(EKCEP). The Gateway CAA 
office in West Liberty is also an 
access point for the JobSight net- 
work, a collaborative partnership 
of workforce and training agen- 
cies administered by EKCEP in 
23 eastern Kentucky counties. 

WIA programs provide assis- 
tance to more than just dislocated 
workers. WIA programs also 
help adults find jobs or upgrade 
their job skills and help economi- 
cally disadvantaged young 
people get a good start in the job

market with education, training 
and job search assistance. 

Thanks to the help she re- 
ceived from WIA, Jeneen now 
works at the Frenchburg Job 
Corps in Menifee County as a 
program support clerk The 
Frenchburg Job Corps is a U.S. 
Department of Labor training fa- 
cility where young people can 
complete high school educations, 
prepare for college and train for 
a variety of careers. 

For most of her adult life, 
Jeneen had worked in a 
bookeeping or office jobs. She 
had been working for about three 
years with a CPA firm in West 
Liberty when her bosses told her 
that her position was being elimi- 
nated as a budget-tightening 
move, she said. 

“They decided they could no 
longer afford to keep me and 
would just attempt to do the 
recordkeeping themselves,” 
Jeneen said. “I looked for almost 
six months and was unable to 
find anything. And luckily I 
heard about the dislocated 
worker program right before my 
unemployment ran out.” 

When Jeneen visited Sidney 
at the Gateway CAA office in 
West Liberty, Sidney told her that 
because her job had been elimi- 
nated, she qualified for assistance 
under the WIA dislocated worker 



program. 

Although the program often 
helps dislocated workers retrain 
for new careers, Sidney tailored 
Jeneen’s assistance to meet her 
specific needs, focusing on find- 
ing employment rather than re- 
training. 

“Jeneen wasn’t interested in 
college or vocational training at 
that time. She had to get back into 
the workforce to support her fam- 
ily and to keep from losing ev- 
erything she had,” Sidney said. 

Sidney first had Jeneen com- 
plete JobFit, JobSight’s online 
skills survey. Jeneen said it was 
a painless, interesting process 
that taught her a lot about her 
own skills. 

“I thought the JobFit analysis 
was kind of fun,” Jeneen said. 
“You take a test that asks you 
quite a few questions. It takes a 
while, but then at the end it 
comes up with all these things 
you would be qualified for based 
on the questions you answered.” 

JobFit listed several jobs 
Jeneen would be good at, but her 
scores were especially high for 
office work positions. 

Through her contacts with 
area businesses, Sidney knew 
that Job Corps was looking for a 
clerk. She asked officials there if 
they would be willing to let 
Jeneen try out for the job for five 



weeks under a WIA service 
called “work experience.” 

The work experience service 
allows a job candidate to work 
for an employer for a trial train- 
ing period during which WIA 
pays the worker’s salary and 
training costs. The business has 
the option to hire the employee 
after the training period if they 
are satisfied with the employee’s 
performance. It is a “can’t lose” 
program for the employers, 
Sidney said. 

“It was a great opportunity for 
them to find out what kind of 
worker they are going to get, and 
it was a great opportunity for 
Jeneen to find a good job,” 
Sidney said. 

Job Corps agreed to Sidney’s 
request and Jeneen started her 
training program there about a 
week after completing her JobFit 
survey. 

Job Corps officials were very 
happy with Jeneen’s work and 
decided to hire her in February 
after her trial period ended, ac- 
cording to Orleana Perry, support 
services supervisor for the 
Frenchburg Job Corps. 

“I love it here. I anticipate 
being here for a very long time,” 
Jeneen said. 

Jeneen said she was impressed 
by how helpful the WIA program 
was. 

“I had a wonderful experience 
with the dislocated worker pro- 
gram. The process was a lot 
quicker than I thought it would 
be. They found a job to fit me and 
my needs,” Jeneen said. 

Now, even though the 
economy continues to be uncer- 
tain, things are at least looking 
up for Jeneen and her family. She 
feels secure and satisfied in her 
job, and her husband has found 
work again. 

She said he would definitely 
encourage others who have the 
will to work but are having 
trouble finding a job that fits 
them to contact Gateway and ask 
if it can help. 

“I think it’s a wonderful pro- 
gram. It could help a lot of 
people,” she said.

A1C Henry Ray Perkins 



By Tony Adkins 

Henry Ray Perkins, son of 
Elzie and Ada Vest Perkins, 
was born May 30, 1932, at 
Insko, Morgan County, Ky. He 
enlisted in the United States 
Air Force on June 7, 1950, at 
Portsmouth, Ohio. After com- 
pleting training, he was as- 
signed to Kadena Air Base, 
Okinawa to the 6332nd Medi- 
cal Group as a medical corps- 
man. 

Kadena was an American 
air base that had been captured 
from the Japanese during 
World War II. The B-29 “Box 
Car” that dropped the second 
atomic bomb of World War II 
on Nagasaki had landed there 
after the August 1945 mission. 

During the Korean War, 
Kadena was the base for three 
B-29 bomb groups - the 19th, 
22nd and 307th of the 20th Air 
Force. The big bombers flew 
from there on bombing raids 
on North Korean targets. On 
Dec. 4, 1951, a bomb and fuel 
laden with B-29 crashed near 
the end of the runway shortly 
after take off. Following is an 
account of what happened af- 
ter the crash: 

“Airman 2nd Class Henry 
R. Perkins distinguished him- 
self by heroism involving vol- 
untary risk of life as a Medical 
Corpsman, 6332nd Medical 
Group, Kadena Air Base, 
Okinawa Dec. 4, 1 95 1 . On that 
date, Airman Perkins observed 
the crash of bomb laden B-29 
type aircraft immediately after 
it took off. Without hesitation, 
he raced to the scene of the 
crash to effect the removal of 
injured crew members to a 
medical unit. 

“Although Airman Perkins 
realized that the aircraft was 



loaded with bombs, live am- 
munition and gasoline, he 
completely disregarded these 
hazards in order to rescue in- 
jured personnel. Even after he 
suffered lacerations, bruises, 
general shock and concussion 
when he was blown to the 
ground by an explosion of 
bombs resulting from the fire, 
he continued his rescue at- 
tempts. 

“Through his high courage 
in the face of great personal 
risk and by his devotion to 
duty beyond the normal call, 
Airman Perkins reflected great 
credit upon himself, the Far 
East Air Forces and the United 
States Air Force.” 

Signed by Major General 
K.P. McNaughton and Major 
Owen F. Grant, United States 
Air Force. The above actions 



resulted in Airman Henry R. 
Perkins being awarded the 
Soldier’s Medal. 

Airman Perkins was given 
the following citation by T/Sgt 
Harold Sharpmack on May 2, 
1952: 

“A 1C Henry R. Perkins as 
a member of this organization 
worked under my direct super- 
vision for eight months. He at 
all times has proved trustwor- 
thy in his duty, courteous to 
officers, patients and fellow 
enlisted men and obedient to 
orders. His attitude toward his 
duties has always been to do a 
good, efficient job with as little 
dissension as possible. 

“Although duties became 
numerous and duty hours be- 
came long during the source of 
his tour, he uncomplainingly 
accomplished all that was 



asked of him. He was placed 
on independent duty for 67 
days and worked as Medical 
Charge of Quarters for ap- 
proximately 10 months. 

“He has always been keenly 
interested in aiding the Medi- 
cal Group to maintain an out- 
standing rating. In my estima- 
tion, this airman will always 
prove a credit and help to any 
organization with which he 
might be stationed. He defi- 
nitely is a credit to the United 
States Air Force and to the 
Medical Department.” 

Henry Ray Perkins was dis- 
charged from the Air Force on 
Sept. 14, 1953, after three 
years, three months and eight 
days of service. 

The Soldier’s Medal was 
authorized by Congress on 
July 2, 1926. The medal was 
given for heroism not involv- 
ing actual conflict with an en- 
emy. The medal is awarded for 
risking one’s life to save 
another’s. It is in order just be- 
low the Distinguished Flying 
Cross. 

I knew Henry Ray for many 
years. I remember seeing him 
many times at Woodrow 
Williams’s store and attended 
DAV meetings with him. Sev- 
eral years ago, he gave me a 
picture in uniform for the His- 
tory Museum. It was in an en- 
velope with some papers and 
medals.

Shae and Kelsey Ferguson

The Lady Cougars played 
Elliott to an 18-all tie after one 
quarter, thanks to eight points 
from Leslie Eagle and a three- 
point basket by Monica 
McCowan.

Behind every star player is a 
great supporting cast.

averaging nearly 30 minutes per 
game. 

“Henry can flat shoot the bas- 
ketball,” said Brown. “If she gets 
hot and the defense leaves her 
open, she can take over a game. 
Tessa’s biggest problem is that 
she gets down on herself if the 
shot doesn’t fall. She got to get 
past that.” 

Despite some growing pains, 
Brown is thrilled with his role 
players and insists the best is yet 
to come.

Timeliness of 
identification allows for quicker 
resolution in court proceedings 
and also helps to alleviate a back- 
log of marijuana related cases.

Farm input prices take a 
downturn in recent weeks 



In recent weeks, nitrogen 
prices have taken a downturn, but 
what the future holds for input 
costs remains uncertain. 

Typically, when prices start to 
go down, they begin to drop in 
one area first, and then the oth- 
ers follow. So, it is going to be a 
significantly different situation 
for producers in the coming 
months. 

Prices for nitrogen have de- 
clined between 20 to 60 percent 
since the summer, with urea 
prices taking the biggest drop. 
Producers are selling urea to deal- 
ers around for $0.60 per pound, 
down from $1 a pound in July. 
Phosphorus prices have declined 
by about 20 percent. However, 
the price of potash remains un- 
changed. 

Hopefully, the prices will con- 
tinue to drop about half of what 
they were six months ago. It is 
certainly in the realm of possibil- 
ity, but who knows. 

There are several factors that 
have led to the drop in costs. The 



price of nitrogen is linked the 
price of natural gas, which has 
been declining. 

Another factor is farmers have 
scaled back on their use of inputs 
this fall, which has led to an in- 
crease in supply and a lower de- 
mand. Several producers have 
either significantly decreased the 
amount of fertilizer they use or 
chose to forego a fertilizer appli- 
cation this fall. 

The price of corn has also sig- 
nificantly dropped off from this 
summer’s highs. As producers 
are selecting crops and budget- 
ing for the 2009 growing season, 
they are finding, with current in- 
put costs and the price of corn, it 
is difficult to make a profit grow- 
ing corn next year. This could 
cause many farmers to switch to 
soybeans. 

Anticipation of less corn be- 
ing planted next year should put 
a downward spiral on the price 
of nitrogen. The fertilizer indus- 
try may need to lower their cost 
to get producers to grow corn.

While there is a significant 
amount of pressure to drop prices, 
it could be some time before pro- 
ducers actually see price de- 
creases. Even with the current 
drop, input prices remain higher 
than last year. Many dealers may 
still be asking for higher prices 
because they booked their sup- 
plies during the summer. 

In July, prices were predicted 
to go higher, and some dealers 
went ahead and booked at higher 
prices to protect themselves and 
the producers they serve. They 
are now stuck with the expensive 
price of nitrogen and will be re- 
luctant to drop it.
